It is again my happy privilege 
as General Secretary of our great 
Church to officially announce 
the Eightieth Holy Convocation 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
November 3-10, 1987, at 
National Headquarters, Mem- 
phis, Tennessee. This promises 
to be an exciting occasion and 
most glorious, and we look 
forward with more anticipation 
to the wonderful fellowship and 
holy festivities surrounding this 
unusual Spiritual retreat. Of 
course, saints from around the 
world, from all walks of life and 
many nationalities will witness 
the moving of the Spirit as we 
unite together for the glory of 
God. 


The diversity of ministries will 
be witnessed; healing, worship, 
evangelistic and Spirit-filled 
services will be the order of the 
day. Training services effi- 
ciently arranged will be provided 
for the edification of the saints. 
The Presiding Bishop and 
General Board have expressed 
deep concern for the total spir- 
itual up-lift of the saints and the 
projection of the Pentecostal 
experience. 


The Office of General Secretary 
will be prepared to register all 
delegates: namely, general dele- 
gates, persons attending the 
General Session and worship 
service, but have not been an 
elected delegate by their respec- 
tive jurisdiction to the General 
Assembly; and General Assem- 
bly delegates (persons elected by 
their jurisdictional assembly to 
deliberate and vote in the 
General Assembly). 


Our computerized registration 
will assist us in several areas. 
To better serve the delegates of 
the Church, a photo-badge with 
certain information will be supp- 
lied to every delegate. A daily 
computerized print-out will fur- 
nish us with vital information 
on all delegates such as jurisdic- 
tion, position, name, address, 
hotel where they are staying in 
Memphis while attending the 
convocation. Also, it will help us 
to determine the number of 
persons attending the convoca- 
tion; thereby reflecting numer- 
ical strength of our Church. 


This is a continuation of the 
projection for a computerization 
of the Office of General 
Secretary. 


In order to assist in under- 
writing the cost of the special- 
ized service, a nominal registra- 
tion fee will be passed on to the 
delegates. The revenue from this 
operation has enabled the Office 
of the General Secretary to cover 
its costs from the funds gener- 
ated and to make a substantial 
financial contribution to the 
National Church budget as the 
record will reflect. The support 
of wonderful delegates has made 
this possible. We appreciate your 
response in the past and request 
that you support your church by 
registering early. It is requested 
of all Bishops, please urge their 
delegates to register for the 
convocation. 


The convocation fast will com- 
mence Sunday, November 1, and 
conclude Tuesday, November 3, 
with the Special Anointing Ser- 
vices conducted by the Presiding 
Bishop assisted by the General 
Board and Bishops. Every local 
congregation is invited to join in 
with the saints who are attend- 
ing the convocation and fast and 


pray for the three designated 
days. 


On Sunday, November 8, the 
high day of our meeting, Bishop 
Patterson wili deliver the Offi- 
cial Message for this convoca- 
tion, and the saints of God from 
all over the world will fill that 
convention center to listen to 
God’s servant as he brings to us 
“the Word from the Lord.” 


Friday, November 6, will be 
Women’s Day, presided over by 
the saintly Mother Mattie 
McGlothen. 


All jurisdictions are required to 
elect delegates to the General 
Assembly from their jurisdic- 
tional assembly in accordance 
with “PART II-SECTION B, 
subsection 1 and 2” of the 
Official Manual of the Church 
of God in Christ. 


Each jurisdiction is required to 
file the list of elected delegates 
with the Office of the General 
Secretary, which will subse- 
quently certify them to the 
General Assembly. 


Inasmuch as the jurisdictional 
reports are made during April’s 


meeting, the income runs 
extremely low during our 
National Convocation. There- 
fore, it is urgent that each of us 
as Bishops, Supervisors and 
leaders of our great Church who 
are well aware of its financial 
needs will give our best support 
by bringing the balance of our 
report both for the credential 
holder and the membership 
report from the churches in our 
jurisdiction in order to make a 
full report in this meeting. 


We love and respect our Presid- 
ing Bishop Patterson, who has 
successfully led us to new horiz- 
ons during this administration 
and the General Officers of the 
Church. We have many wond- 
erful Bishops, Supervisors, pas- 
tors and even lay members who 
have stood strong in supporting 
the financial program of the 
Church for many years and 
there is no doubt that the same 
dedication will be forthcoming 
during this time of need. 


All delegates are asked to remain 
for the colorful Holy Commun- 
ion and Consecration of newly 
appointed Bishops on Monday, 
November 9.

PRESIDING BISHOP WARNS MEMPHIS 
AGAINST 
PARIMUTUEL WAGERING 


Bishop 
J. O. Patterson, Sr 


Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., 
presiding bishop of the Church 
of God in Christ joined his voice 
with other area clergy denounc- 
ing parimutuel wagering. His 
stand against legalizing parimu- 
tuel was a fast breaking story. 
Currently, Memphis is in the 
midst of a great debate about the 
benefits and liabilities of devel- 


oping horse racing, etc. Bishop 
Patterson made his stand on 
ethical and moral grounds. A 
joint announcement was issued 
by the Church of God in Christ 
and the United Methodist 
Church. Rev. William Barley, a 
United Methodist pastor 
released a statement saying 
that, “the judgment of the Uni- 
ted Methodist Church affirms 
that gambling is a menance to 
society.” 


Our presiding officer is aware of 
the many pro and con arguments 
concerning the issue. He along 
with the other ministers desire 
the public be educated that 
parimutuel does not really 
increase tax revenues. Reports 
show that cities featuring gam- 
bling usually spend more tax 
dollars to support gambling. 
Horse racing is not a boom 
industry. Facts prove that only 
a small percentage of people 
make money. 90% of all horse 
owners loose money. No real 


career opportunities develop and 
only low paying jobs are created. 
Illegal gambling always grows 
when legalized gambling 
becomes a reality. Parimutuel 
gambling adversely affects the 
community at large. Currently, 
in America 10 million people 
suffer the adverse affects of 
gambling. 1 of every 5 members 
in Gamblers Anonymous is a 
teenager. The bishop is standing 
firmly upon an opposition sup- 
ported by a strong moral appeal. 


Bishop’s actions will aid a joint 
effort being waged by the citys’ 
concerned business and profes- 
sional community. There is a 
large lobby of persons promoting 
the issue. There is a scheduled 
gambling referendum on an 
October municipal ballot. 
Bishop Patterson predicted the 
saints will reject the gambling 
proposal even without strong 
urging from the church. “The 
membership has been so 
strongly indoctrinated that gam- 


bling is a sin that we don’t need 
to take a position on it,” said the 
presiding bishop. ‘“They auto- 
matically will know.” 


Bishop Patterson is concerned 
that our church help maintain 
the moral base of the community 
whenever possible. He is hopeful 
that enough Christian people 
will hear his warning and vote 
against the establishment of 
parimutuel in Memphis. The 
Church of God in Christ is the 
leading denomination in Mem- 
phis and must provide necessary 
moral leadership. 


The Whole Truth hopes this 
article will encourage our clergy 
everywhere to follow the lead of 
Bishop Patterson and make a 
moral stand against issues like 
parimutuel wagering.

New Orleans-The five day North 
American Congress on the Holy 
Spirit and World Evangeliza- 
tion, which drew more than 
40,000 participants, came to a 
climax Saturday night, July 25, 
1987, when the Holy Spirit in 
great power used Evangelist 
Ernestine Cleveland Reems to 
challenge that great host of 
Charismatic Christians with the 
same challenge with which 
Jesus sent the disciples into the 
world so long ago. Her text, 
Mark 16:15-18 commences, “Go 
ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature...” 
With this text--a favorite text of 
the last Bishop Charles Harrison 
Mason--Evangelist Reems stood 
over 40,000 people on their feet 
who shouted “‘Yes we will go, the 
Lord being our helper”. Follow- 
ing Evangelist Reems, Father 
Tom Forrest, a Spirit-filled 
Redemptionist priest from Rome 
sent the people out into the 
world to tell everyone the Good 
News that Jesus Christ is Lord. 
He said the light of the Christian 
faith has grown dim. “The light 
of Christ is almost out in Europe 
and around us it is flickering,” 
he said. “We have a job of getting 
it back on again.” 


The evening sessions of the July 
22-26, Congress were held in the 
New Orleans Superdome. The 
Wednesday session began with 
televised greetings from Dr. 
Billy Graham being displayed on 
the stadium’s huge TV screens 
and the anointed and poignant 
greetings by Congress Chair- 
man, historian, Vinson Synan. 


Dr. Synan pointed out that the 
overall goal of the Congress is 
to launch an evangelization 
program that would win a major- 
ity of the world’s population for 
Jesus by the year 2000. He 
admitted that this humanly 
impossible task “will require the 
greatest revival and outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit ever seen in 
the history of the Church. Dr. 
E. V. Hill, who is pastor of Mount 
Zion Baptist Church, Los 
Angeles, powerfully keynoted 
the Congress that Wednesday 
evening, with his message on 
Holiness. From that momentous 
beginning, the Congress built 
steadily to a mighty climax. 


From beginning to end, the voice 
of the Black Church; up out of 
suffering and oppression; rang 
loud and clear through every 
session of that great conclave in 
which Catholics, Lutherans, 
Episcopals, Methodists, Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians, Menno- 
nites, UCCs, Jews for Jesus, 
Pentecostals, and many others 
proclaimed their unity in Christ 
through the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. It was an answer to our 
late Founder’s prayer“‘God is all 
God everywhere.” 

THE DENOMINATIONAL 

SESSIONS 


The Thursday morning Pentec- 
ostal session that packed and 
jammed the Grand Ballroom of 
the Sheraton Hotel, was but one 
of 38 denominational sessions 
held each morning in the hotels 
around the city. At the Pentec- 
ostal session, chaired by Dr. B. 
E. Underwood, of the 
Pentecostal-Holiness Church 
and Bishop Ithiel Clemmons, of 
the Church of God in Christ, Dr. 
Jack Hayford, of the Church-on- 
the-Way, Van Nuys, California, 
gave a powerful and insightful 
address. That gathering was 
also blessed, edified and electri- 
fied by the unusual repertoire of 
music of the Saint John Church 
of God in Christ Choir, of New- 
port News, Virginia, pastored by 
General Board member, Bishop 
Samuel Green. Dr. G. Raymond 
Carlson, General Superintend- 
ent of The Assemblies of God, 
gave a moving invocation and 
Bishop Charles Blake, of The 
Church of God in Christ gave the 
Scripture Reading. The climax 
of that denominational session 
was the powerfully moving tes- 
timony and message by Bishop 
O. T. Jones, Jr., General Board 
Member of the Church of God 
in Christ. 


THE AFTERNOON WORK- 
SHOP AT THE NEW ORLEANS 
CONVENTION CENTER AND 
ELSEWHERE 


Bishop Charles Blake prelate of 
Southern California; First Juris- 
diction of the Church of God in 
Christ gave an eye-opening, 
speaking-the-truth-in-love- 
message to a crowded workshop 
on Reconciliation between the 
Black and White churches. That 
was but one of the one hundred 
and ten workshops held from 2- 
5 p. m. daily at the New Orleans 
Convention Center and else- 
where around the city. The 
workshop on reconciliation was 
chaired by Bishop John Meares, 
a white prelate who pastors the 
all-black Evangel Temple in 
Washington, D. C. Bishop 
Meares a sincere brother in 
Christ, brought his large and 
tremendous choir to provide the 
music for the three workshop 
sessions on Racial 
Reconciliation. 


Dr. James A. Forbes, Jr., popular 
Joe Engels Professor of Homilet- 
ics at Union Seminary, New 
York did a powerful presenta- 
tion at the preaching workshop, 
held by the United Church of 
Christ, on Saturday afternoon. 
His topic: The Anointing In 
Preaching, was excellent. Dr. 
Forbes always an exciting, spell- 
binding preacher did the 1986- 
1987 Lyman Beecher series at 
Yale University, entitled The 
Anointing Makes the Difference. 


Yes, the voice of the Black 
Church rang loud and clear at 
the New Orleans Congress. It 
was not a voice of anger or 
protest, nor a divided, divisive 
voice. It was rather a voice of 
“power, love, and sound mind”’. 
It was an anointed, Spirit-filled 
voice, that, as historian Arnold 
Toynbee has remarked, “just 
might be the salvation of Chris- 
tianity in the west.” 


We are very grateful for the fine 
job done by the New Orleans 


local steering committee, 
chaired by pastor Charles Green 
of the Word of Faith Church. 
Elder Charles Brown, pastor of 
Full Gospel Church of God in 
Christ, New Orleans and Bishop 
Roy L. H. Winbush, prelate of 
Western Louisiana served in an 
outstanding way on that 
committee. 


More than a decade ago, the Lord 
gave a vision to several Amer- 
ican spiritual 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish- 
-about a great general gathering 
of Pentecostals and charismatics 
to make a common witness that 
Jesus is Lord. As a result of this 
vision, and after much prayer, 
preparation, and planning, over 
50,000 persons gathered in Kan- 
sas City’s Arrowhead Stadium 
in July, 1977, to celebrate one of 
the most memorable conferences 
ever held in North America. 


Over the years, the same leaders 
who planned the Kansas City 
Conference sought the Lord 
annually about His next step. 
The North American Congress 
on the Holy Spirit and World 
Evangelization 1986-1987, at 
New Orleans was the answer to 
those prayers. 


TOWARD A. D. 2000-WHAT 
HAPPENS NEXT? 


In 1990, a World Congress on the 
Holy Spirit and World Evangel- 
ization is being planned to con- 
vene in a world class city. Plans 
will then be made for the last 
decade of the millennium (1990- 
2000 A. D.) to be a time of world 
evangelization such as the world 
has not seen. If Jesus does not 
return before that year, the 
world will celebrate Jesus’ 
2000th birthday on December 
25, 2000 A.D. Dr. Paul Yongi Cho 
of South Korea, has volunteered 
to host a gathering of 2,000,000 
Christians. Whether his offer 
will be generally accepted is still 
a matter of prayer. 


On the ‘Richard Roberts 
Speaks” national television 
show aired from Tulsa, Okla- 
homa and New Orleans, Louisi- 
ana, July 23, 1987, Bishop Ithiel 
Clemmons and General Board 
member, Bishop Samuel Green, 
said that true reconciliation 
cannot be unilateral; just some 
black folk following white folk; 
true reconciliation must reflect 
our true unity that is in Christ. 
At Pentecost, it was not the 
tongues phenomena that was 
the goal, but the togetherness 
beyond all boundaries of race, 
class, and gender.

At 
around 2:30 p. m. the USAC 
closed for dinner. Bishop fed all 
delegates both breakfast and 
dinner daily. The cost was built 
into the very affordable registra- 
tion fee. 


Nightly, the saints returned for 
convocation. All the business 
and affairs of convocation were 
adequately conducted. The 
saints were there and those good 
old country folks crowded their 
cars, vans and buses on the 
parking lot, then filled the build- 
ing by 8:00 p. m. The preaching 
was tops and many souls were 
saved and filled. Those Louisi- 
ana preachers preached as if 
Jesus announced His coming the 
next day. The Supervisor of 
Women, Mother Leola Bryant 
had a power packed night. Sister 
Emily B. Bibby stood in the gap 
with her dynamic style of 
delivery. 


For my part, the Bishop asked 
me to conduct a ‘Marriage, 
Divorce and Remarriage 
Seminar.” I was also honored to 
preach during the Ordination 
Service. I enjoyed seeing old 
friends, like two old fishing 
buddies, Elders Alton Gatlin and 
McClendon Winbush, Elder 
Frank Ford, Elder James Proctor 
and many others. I particularly 
give thanks for spending time 


with Mrs. Mae C. Winbush, a 
beautiful First Lady. She was 
such a source of inspiration to 
my wife, Gloria. Among other 
friends were Mrs. Vanessa 
Gatlin, Odessa Winbush, Emma 
Price, and Essie Johnson. Better 
stop calling names! 


Without question, I can say the 
Western Louisiana is one of the 
best organized and highly suc- 
cessful jurisdictions. I would 
encourage anybody in need of 
fresh ideas to drop in and see 
how folks in the country do 
business.

PRAYER 


The fact that God is omniscient 
does not relinquish us from 
engaging in prayer.

Having a prayer life is vital to 
a successful walk with Christ. 
Praying can be fashioned to 
making regular deposits in a 
savings account. When a finan- 
cial disaster occurs, we simply 


go to the bank and withdraw 
funds to cover the emergency. 
Daniel was put in the lions’ den, 
but before being put there Daniel 
prayed three times a day. (Daniel 
6:10) Daniel withdrew from his 
account in heaven, and God sent 
an angel to shut the lions’ 
mouths. (Daniel 6:22) The winds 
of adversity blow on each of us. 
The God that we serve is more 
than ready to rise to the occa- 
sion. On a personal level, there 
has not been a single time that 
God did not lead me to pray 
intensely before a storm arose in 
my life.
